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RETIRING TEACHERS 

MISS R. E. McCRUM 

“Her gesture, motion and her smiles;

r^UR former staff member and friend, Miss Jane I. McMur- 
ray, like the Wiseman, came from the East. Born near 
St. Mary’s, Ontario, her education and early teaching ex¬ 
perience were gained in that community.

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MUSIC 


What is this that monopolizes so 
much of our attention? What is this 
that has persisted in accompanying 
man in his journey through time?

The Mixed Choir, a new feature 
with a future, presented a radio musical 
on the CBC network on Thursday, 
January 15, under the capable direction 
of Miss Knapp.

Yonder Green Valley.”
